This is in response to your Freedom of Information Act (“FOIA”) request No. SBA-2019-000606 
in which you have requested “All email correspondence (including emails, email attachments, 
and calendar invitations) between (1) Director Todd Pauley or his Chief of Staff or scheduler and 
(2) Senators James M. Inhofe ((^inhofe.senate.gov) or James Lankford (@lankford.senate.gov) or 
any staffer for either senator, including staffers on the Senate Committee on Armed Services 
(@armed-services.senate.gov) and the Subcommittee on Regulatory Affairs and Federal 
Management of the Senate Committee on Homeland Security and Governmental Affairs 
(@hsgac.senate.gov). Please provide all responsive records from October 29, 2018, through the 
date the search is conducted.” 

SBA is releasing the attached documents that are responsive to your request. Redactions have 
been made pursuant to FOIA Exemptions 5 and 6. Exemption 5 protects deliberative and pre- 
decisional materials written as part of the decision-making process in federal agencies. The 
documents in question were attachments generated as part of a continuing process of agency 
decision-making and therefore fall under the protection of Exemption 5. These redactions are 
clearly identified within the provided documents. FOIA Exemption 6 protects information about 
individuals in “personnel and medical files and similar files” when the disclosure of such 
information “would constitute a clearly unwarranted invasion of personal privacy.” The redacted 
information consists of personal email addresses, names of non-responsive family members, and 
cell phone numbers and clearly falls under the protection of FOIA exemption 6.

Washington, D C. — U.S Senator Ben Sasse released the following statement after reintroducing 
the Born-Alive Abortion Survivors Protection Act 

"Everybody loves babies and that love has nothing to do with politics and everything to do with 
just having a heart," said Sasse. This legislation is an opportunity for Congress to find consensus 
built on common sense, compassion science, and a simple fact: every baby deserves a fighting 
chance at life. Providing care for newborns is more important than partisan political divides, Every 
baby has dignity - every baby deserves protection and love." 


Background: 


Basse’s bill, the Born-Alive Abortion Survivors Protection Act, would protect newborns that survive 
abortions by requiring appropriate care and admission to a hospital. 

The legislation requires that, when arv abortion results in the live birth of an infant, health care 
practitioners must exercise the same degree of professional skill and care to protect the newborn 
as would be offered to any other child borrr alive at the same gestational age It also requires that 
the living child, after appropriate care has been given, be immediately transported and admitted to 
a hospital. 
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Currently federal law does not adequately protect a born child who survives an abortion.

Today, the Supreme Court announced it would hear cases regarding the interpretation of the 
word "sex" in civil rights law and whether sex would be redefined to include "sexual 
orientation and/or gender identity". The cases should be heard in the fall. 

As you may know, in the last few years, cases have come out of the 1^, 2”^^, 6^*^, 7*^, and 11^*’ 
Circuits all focused on reinterpreting "sex" under Title VII of the Civil Rights Act. The Circuit 
Courts have been split on these decisions, which is why the 5COTUS decision to hear these 
cases is so important, The cases in which the Court granted cert are specific to employment 
issues. However, if the Court were to reinterpret "sex" in Civil Rights law to mean sexual 
orientation and/or gender identity, protections for women, children, parents, medical 
professionals, athletes, employers, employees, nonprofits, faith-based organizations, people 
of faith and schools could be affected, Congress has not amended the Civil Rights Act to 
expand the scope to include sexual orientation and/or gender identity. 

Bostock V. Clayton County, Georgia and Altitude Express Inc. v. Zarda 
The first case, Bostock Clayion CoLruv. Georgia will decide whether discrimination 
against an employee because of sexual orientation constitutes prohibited employment 
discrimination "because of... sex" within the meaning of Title VII of the Civil Rights Act 
of 1964. 

Background: Gerald Bostock claims he was fired from his job as a child welfare services 
coordinator for a Georgia county's juvenile court system when his employer found out 
he is gay. The Circuit upheld a lower court ruling, essentially that Bostock was 
discriminated against, but that sex does not mean sexual orientation and as such, 
there is no legal cause of action. 

Bostock has been consolidated with AUii:ude .Expfess_ini.^v- Za rda. which asks the same 
question and is coming from the 2'^^ Circuit. In this case, a gay skydiver told a female 
jumper not to worry about being strapped to him because he was gay. Her boyfriend 
complained to Altitude Express. The skydiver was fired. The Skydiver sued Altitude 
Express for firing him based on his sexual orientation. The 2"*^ Circuit decided that sex 
does mean sexual orientation, and as such, it was sex discrimination.

Background: The EEOC filed suit over the dismissal of an employee who refused to 
comply with a Michigan funeral home's sex-specific dress code, which requires 
employees to dress in a manner sensitive to grieving family members and friends. The 
EEOC attempted to force the business to allow a biologically male employee to wear a 
female uniform while interacting with the public. ADF has this case - more background 
can be found here . In this case, the 6^^ Circuit overturned a District Court ruling and 
agreed with the EEOC that sex does mean gender identity.

WASHINGTON, DC - Senators James Lankford (R-OK) and Angus King (I-ME) today 
introduced a resolution to recognize May 2,2019, as this year's National Day of Prayer, 
which is an annual observance held on the first Thursday of May, inviting people of all 
faiths to pray for the nation.

The National Day of Prayer sets the United States 
apart as a country but also serves as an example to the world. 1 am grateful to our 
founding fathers for prioritizing the freedom to have a faith and live that faith in our 
nation. 1 will continue to do what I can to help preserve those freedoms for all Americans 
to have a faith or choose to have no faith at all. I pray that Americans would extend love

WASHINGTON, DC - Senator James Lankford (R-OK) today applauded the decision by 
the Trump Administration to move to terminate the inhumane research of human fetal 
tissue from elective abortions at the National Institutes of Health (NIH). 

"The decision by the Administration to end its current contracts with the University of 
California San Francisco, stop new research at NIH, reevaluate outside research, and 
consider alternatives for research of human fetal tissue is an important ethical and moral 
decision that will help shape our future as a nation to protect the life and dignity of every 
person,” said Lankford.

The only difference between a child 
growing in the womb and a two-year-old is time. Just because we call one unborn and 
one a toddler doesn't mean one has greater value over the other. 

"We demand transparency and humanity when other human organs and tissue are 
donated for research or life-saving operations. It is only reasonable to have the same 
integrity and ethical process for the use of fetal tissue," 

Last year Lankford [ oined Senator Steve Paines f R-MT) aioiig with 15 other Senators to 
urge the Food and Drug Administration (FDA) Commissioner Scott Gottlieb to cancel 
with Advance Bioscience Resources (ABR). ABR was awarded a contract by the FDA to 
acquire "fresh human fetal tissue" for research led by the FDA,

Privatet 
non-profit organizations such as charities, churches, private universities, etc., are also eitgible. 

* Economic Injury Disaster Loans fElDL) ~ Working capital loans to help small businesses, small agricultural cooperatives, small 
businesses engaged in aquaculture, and most private, non-profit organizations of all sizes meet their ordinary and necessary 
financial obligations that cannot be met as a direct result of the disaster These loans are intended to assist through the 
disaster recovery period 

* Home Disaster Loans - Loans to homeowners or renters to repair or replace disaster-damaged real estate and personal 
property, including automobltes. 

What are the Credit RcQuIrements? 

* Credit History - Applicants must have a credit history acceptable to SBA. 

* Repayment - Applicants must show the ability to repay all loans, 

* Collateral - Collateral is required for physical loss loans over $25,000 and all EIDl loans over $25,000, SBA takes real estate 
as GOllaleral when it Is available SBA wilt not decline a loan for lack of collateral, but requires you to pledge what is available. 

What are the Interest Rates? 

By law. the interest rates depend on whether each applicant has Credit Available Elsewhere, An applicant does not have Credit 
Available Elsewhere when SBA determines the applicant does not have sufficient funds or other resources, or the ability lo borrow from 
non-government sources, to provide for its own disaster recovery, An applicant, which SBA determines to have the ability to provide for 
his or her own recovery is deemed to have Credit Available Elsewhere Interest rates are fixed for the term of the loarr.

What are Loan Terms? 

The law authorizes loan terms up lo a maximum of 30 years, However, the law restricts businesses with credit available elsewhere to a 
maximum T-year term SBA sets the instannienl payment amount and corresponding maturity based upon each borroweTs ability to 
repay.

What are the Loan Amount Limits? 

• Business Loans - The law limits business loans to $2,000,000 for the repair or replacement of real estate, inventories, 

machinery, equipment and all other physical losses. Subject to this maximum, loan amounts cannot exceed the verified 

uninsured disaster loss 

• Eoonomic Injury Disaster Loans fEiPLl - The law limits ElDLs to $2,000,000 for alleviating economic injury caused by the 

disaster. The actual amount of each loan is limited to the economic injury determined by SBA, less business interruption 

insurance and other recoveries up to the administrative lending limit, EiDL assistance is avattable oniy to entities and their 
owners who cannot provide for their own recovery from nongovernment sources, as determined by the U.S, Small Business 
Administration. 

• business Loan Ceiling - The $2,000,000 statutory limit for ousiness loans applies to the combination of physical, economic 
injury, mitigation ano refinancing, and applies to alt disaster loans to a business and its affiliates for each disaster. If a 
business is a major source of employment. SBA has the authority to waive the $2,000,000 statutory limit 

■ Home Loans - SBA regulations limit home loans to $200,000 for the repair or replacement of real estate and $40,000 to repair 
or replace personal property Subject to these maxEmums, loan amounts cannot exceed the verified uninsured disaster loss. 

What Restrictions are there on Loan Eligibility? 

• Uninsured Losses - Only uninsured or otherwise uncompensated disaster losses are eligible. Any insurance proceeds which 
are required to be applied against outstanding mortgages are not available to fund disaster repairs and do not reduce loan 
eligibility. However, any insurance proceeds voluntarily applied to any outstanding mortgages do reduce loan etigibllity. 

• Ineligible Property - Secondary homes^ personal pleasure boats, airplanes, recreational vehicles and similar property are not 
eligible, unless used for business purposes. Property such as antiques and collections are eligible only to the extent of their 
functional value, /founts for landscaping, swimming pools, etc., are limited 

• Noncompliance ” Applicants who have not complied with the terms of previous SBA loans may not be eligible. This includes 
borrowers who did not maintain flood and/or hazard insurance on previous SBA loans. 

Note: Loan applicants should check vyith agencies / organizations administering any grant or other assistance program under this 
declaration to determine how an approval of SBA disaster loan might affect theif eligibility 

Is There Help with Funding Mitigation Improvements? 

If your loan application is approved, you may be etlgible for additional funds to cover the cost of improvements that will protect your 
property against future damage. Examples of improvements include retaining walls, seawalls, sump pumps, etc. Mitigation loan money 
would be in addition to the amount of the approved loan, but may not exceed 20 percent of total amount of physical damage to real 
property, induding leasehold improvernents. and personal property as verified by SBA to a maximum of $200,000 for home loans It Is 
not necessary for the descrtplion of improvements and cost estimates to be submitted with the application. SBA approval of the 
mitigating measures will be required before any loan increase. 

is There Help Available for Refinancing? 

• SBA can refinance all or part of prior mortgages that are evidenced by a recorded lien, when the applicant (1) does not have 
credit available elsewhere 12) has suffered substantial uncompensated disaster damage (40 percent or more of the value of 
the property or 50% or more of the value of the structure), and {3) intends to repair the damage. 

• Businesses - Business owners may be eligible for the refinancing of existing mortgages or liens on real estate, machinery and 
equipment, up to the amount of the loan for the repair or replacement of real estate, machinery, and equipment. 

• Homes - Homeowners may be eligible for the refinancing of existing liens or mortgages on homes, up to the amount of the 
loan for real estate repair or replacement 

Whal tf I Decide to Relocate? 

You may use your SBA disaster loan to relocate The amount of the relocation loan depends on whether you relocate voluntarily or 
involuntarily. If you are interested m relocation, ar^ SBA representaitve can provide you with more details on your specific situation. 

Are There Insurance Requirements for Loans? 

To protect each borrower and the Agency. SBA may require you to obtain and maintain appropriate insurance. By law. borrowers 
whose damaged or collateral property is located in a special flood hazard area must purchase and maintain flood insurance. SBA 
requires that flood insurance coverage be the lesser of 1) the total of the disaster loan. 2) the Insurable value of the property, or 3) the 
maximum insurance available

WASHINGTON— Acting Secretary of Homeland Security Kevin K. McAleenan today 
met with the Homeland Security Advisory Council (HSAC) to discuss a range of 
homeland security issues and his priorities for the Department. The Acting Secretary 
then swore in two new members to the HSAC, Robert Bormer and I eon Fresco. 

"My vision for the HSAC, consistent with its charter, is to seek their strategic, 
organizationally independent, timely, specific, and actionable advice on a range of 
homeland security issues," Acting Secretary McAleenan said. "I am pleased to appoint 
national thought leaders like Robert Bonner and Leon Fresco to the Council" 

During today's public session. Acting Secretary McAleenan also armounced a new 
HSAC tasking that is focused on the security and resiliency of houses of worship and 
faith-based organizations across the country. 

"The right to practice our respective religions free from interference or fear is one of our 
Nation’s most fundamental and indelible rights. That is why I have tasked HSAC with 
evaluating how DHScan work with houses of worship and faith-based groups to 
prevent and ensure protection from acts of violence. Worshiping free from fear is a basic 
and essential right we must defend and I look forward to receiving the committee’s 
critical feedback," Acting Secretary McAleenan said. 

The HSAC is a Department of Homeland Security federal advisory committee that 
provides the Secretary with independent informed recommendations and advice on a 
variety of homeland security issues, The HSAC is comprised of national policy makers, 
representatives from state, local, and tribal governments, emergency, and first responder 
communities, academia, and the private sector. Former CIA and FBI Director Judge 
William Webster is chair of the HSAC.

Subject: Tribes shut out of "Opportunity Zone' Deals by Paul Monies March 15, 2019 

Native Anieriean tribcTs across the country were left out of a major part 
of a new federal t:i.\ incentive for opportunity zones, with their 
governments unalile tij pool investments to support projects in some of 
the nation’s poorest areas. 

The oversight came lo liglit as federal agencies continue to refine the 
rules fur the oppoiTm iity zones, which came out of a major tax overhaul 
package passed In Congress in late 2017. Governors in each state last 
year picked the /ont s among low-income census tracts, with 8,764 of 
the zones designated across the country. There are 117 opportunity 
zones in Oklahoma. 

As part of the tax law, investors can poo! their inv^estments through 
what’s known as a qualified oppoi'tunity fund. But tribal governments 
can’t form or participate in those funds because the law doesn't allow 
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tribally chartered eoi j^orations or federal corporations formed under a 
federal law called the Indian Reorganization Act. 


The Native /\'v icr; e ;.lauce Qtficers Association discussed the 

oversight in a comment letter to the Internal Revenue Service in 
December and asked for additional consultation with tribes as the rules 
continue to be developed. The IRS held a public hc'aring in February. 
Another of ruf- is expected to be released for comment in the next 
several weeks, according to federal regulators. 

“Tlie lack of a property tax base means that tribal governments rely on 
revenue from their enterprises to provide government seiwices such as 
public safety, educaiion, housing and cultural programs. It also makes 
programs that in^'esl capital - like opportunity zones - even more 
valuable for Indian Country,” the letter said. 

Opportunity zones allow investors to reduce or eliminate federal capital 
gains taxes on long-term investments. The capital must go into 
designated low-income census tracts and can’t involve gambling 
establishments, comitr}' clubs, golf courses, massage parlors or 
liquor/beer stores. 

Tribal governments can still attract outside investors to their 
opportunity zones, hut a big part of the incentive was the ability to pool 
outside investors into the qualified opportunity funds that can invest in 
zones across the country. 

Dante Desiderio. c'xec utive director of the Native American Finance 
Officers Association, said not allowing tribal governments to form the 
opportunity funds hampers their ability to use the incentive and 
combine it with others unique to tribal areas. The law allows territories, 
like Guam and American Samoa, to set up opportunity funds, but tribal 
governments weren't given the same status. 

“So with Indian Country, we have incentives that are already lined up 
like accelerated dei:)reciation or Indian employment tax credits. But we 
won’t be able to use them because we have to incorporate outside of the 
tribal area,” Desiderio said. “So it takes away any incentive to get capital 
in their projects.” 
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Tribal goveniiiiciUs ;uul tlieir businesses don't pay federal capital gains 
taxes, but the\’ wouUi want to participate in many projects in the 
opportunity zones, he said. Since the intent of the incentive is to bring in 
additional capital to low-income areas, there would be less incentive for 
other businesses to partner with tribal goveriiinents or their business 
enterprises. 

“Due to their unique status, if a tribal government cannot create a 
Qualified Opportunity Fund entity within its jurisdiction, tribes will be 
unable to participate in creating Opportunity Funds,” the finance 
association said in ils comment letter. “This lack of self-determination 
means tribal governments may miss out on lease and i>otential tax 
revenue and may havt* more difficidty aggregating projects to meet the 
needs of their communities.” 

More than 90 mu: lu i. tv hinds have already been formed, according to 
a list by accounting and consulting firm Novogradac & Co. In total, those 
funds represent .Sun liDlion in community development investment 
capacity. 

About 360 opportunity zones arc on tribal land or reservations across 
the country, according to tlie finance officers association. Oklahoma has 
more than 90 of tile designated zones, which leads all states. Alaska has 
70 zones in its Alaska Native village statistical areas. 

FormerGov. Mai v l allin’s office worked with tribal leaders, chambers of 
commerce and economic development officials to designate the state’s 
117 opportunity zones last year. Five tribes once commonly referred to 
as the “Five Civilized Tribes” - Seminole, Choctaw, Muscogee (Creek), 
Cherokee and Chickasaw - each had at least three zones that the state 
promised to include on any final list. Other tribes also had input into the 
selection proct'ss. 

In Oklahoma, 22 tribes have land in designated opportunity zones. 

Some of the tribes sliai’C multiple zones. The Muscogee (Creek) Nation 
has the most, with 23 designated zones, followed by the Cherokee 
Nation with 21. d’h*' ('hoctaw Nation has 13 and the Chickasaw' Nation 
has nine designated zones. 
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The Cherokee Niilioii is exploring its options on the opportunity zones 
but did not eonnnent on tlie opportunity' fund issue. 

“The Cherokee Niiiion is interested in Opportunity Zone funds since 
they can bo usefui ii! helping tribes attract investments,” Chuck Garrett, 
Cherokee Nation ihisincsses executive vice president, said in a 
statement. “The Clierokee Nation has had discussions on finding a 
model to utilize tliis program, which have centered on what tribes can 
do to help attract investments, including market projects and 
infrastructure imp^o^■eInouts to sites that qualify.” 

Oklahoma Watch reneiied out to several other tribes about the 
opportunity fund oversight but did not receive responses.

Today, Secretary Pompeo made two announcements that will be of interest to you. Regarding 

the Mexico City Policy, he announced that foreign assistance will no longer be given to NGOs 
that provide assistance to other groups in the global abortion industry to eliminate backdoor 
funding, 

Next, he announced State will be enforcing the Siljander amendment, which prohibits tax 
dollars from being used to lobby for or against abortion. As such, State will be reducing 
contributions to the OAS in proportion to its expenditures on abortion-related activities.

Background: As you know, the administration implemented the Protecting Life in Global 
Health Assistance policy (also known as the Mexico City Policy) on May 15, 2017 to ensure 
that no taxpayer dollars would support foreign organizations that perform or actively promote 
abortion as a method of family planning in other nations. Today, the Secretary announced that 
assistance will no longer be given to other organizations that also provide assistance to those 
groups that promote abortion. 

Regarding the Siljander amendment, Senators Lankford, Tillis, Enzi, Lee, Inhofe, Kennedy, 

Bunt, Cruz and Ernst sent the attached letter to Secretary Pompeo to express concern on 
organizations that used tax dollars to lobby for abortion in Latin America. The Siljander 
amendment was added to the 1982 Foreign Assistance appropriations bill and put a 
prohibition on U.S, tax dollars being used to lobby for or against abortion. In the past, it has 
not been well enforced. The letter asked that funding to groups within the OAS that lobby for 
abortion be stopped using a proportional reduction in the US' contribution to the OAS general 
fund and voluntary fund contributions until these organizations comply with the Siljander 
amendment. Today, the Secretary announced that enforcement action.
